They have been beaten in de- 
tail by counter stroke* carefully con- 
Moned Mid brtUteatly earrUd <Mt In 
tihe face of courageous opposition which 
has done much to increase British re- 
spect for the burghers, whoee splen- 
did valor and deterialnatloa It is ual- 
TeiTMlIy admMtM, reachod tiho high- 
est level. Fuller aocoucts of Satur- 
day's bajttle at Bl«ind«ga*te emphasize 
the splendid gallantry exhibited on 
bottt aide* and the Miperiarlty of the 
BrtUA Ifi a pitetaed baittlo, aItlioa«h 
tlM Boers fought with the greatest te- 
oadty to flhe ^aBt, only yielding wJien 
turther flgbtinir was hopeless. 

An wteorod <tr«d«i ifStli the men of 
thtt lUMiliMttMr reglBMBt a^^^^^lrod ta 
the left at I^Adysmlch, at daybreak Sat- 
urday, in support of the Johannesburg 
Impnial llgbt honse and the Natal field 
Mtlltary. with the ofajeot of reoponlng 
oomaiwiileaitlon «t Hlitidalaa>to. 

The ertlllery took up a position above 
the town and shelled the railway sta- 
tion, from which the Boers ran out and 
Brltlab nwuBtad Infaatry eatorlns 
(bo p4aoe, fit— id tlio BnclMi pria- 
ooanb 

The Boers, numbering some 1,600 
men, with the guns, occupied a com- 
maiwMim poittloo. They poured such 
a w«ll-4ir«oted liro on HtM Biitlab and 
their Mouta were so active that the 
British force steadily retired until re- 
lAforcementa arrived, when the mount- 
ad InftuMry waa sent to drive tb» Boer 
•eouta from ■ tho ridge on. tito rlibt. 
A large force of mixed cavalry in th 
meanwhile swept over the plain and up 
the hill on the right 

The Lancara met with a heavy fusl 
lade wfedle on tba left tlie British bat 
tery opentd lire with good effect. The 
British iinfantry, who had debarked 
from Mie railway tradn in the Interim, 
•tfvtaaad ataadtly over tba pUJn and 
np the rocky ridge previously eteared 
by the oavalry. The Boer artillery 
dropp«d shnpnel into tibe advancing 
columns, but tfN BrkMh finally scaled 
the bill, irhenea «h*y overlooked the 
broad valley to the racky hlUa forming 
the Boeca' poalUon. thalr oaap balag 
in the center. 

On the left cmter the Boers had a 
battery of threo lars* guoa. The 
amMler Mia wtn alao •troogjly held. 
On the Boer right waa the atatlon lo 
a valley on the British left. The lat- 
tier'a cavalry was on both flanks and a 
battary on the right was busy Cbrowbig 
(ihravtMl t lha Boara* batttartaaL 

Under tba tarrlfle tefaatry and 
artlMery ttr* tba men Ml rap- 
klly and the wounded were canted 
to the rear. But In spite of th« steady 
irork of tba Boar vooa and the sharp- 
•bootCTi ooncaalad behind tbe rocks, 
the Incnebsliig flre of the advancing 
Briti&li Infuntry gmtluaUy gained the 
upper haind add the Btencbeaters aud 
Oordoaa. edging toward the right, 
gained the top of the rl'dga, thia odt- 
flanklng t!be enemy's left. - • 

At sJx the bugles sounded the 
"Obafge" aAd the British swept ahead. 
TIM Boara foughlt 4e fha laat, only at- 
tempting to eacape w^ben further tlgbt- 
ing wes hopeless. In the meantime the 
Devonshires, pressing eteadUy up the 
left, ware strongly oppoaad at the 
Boar oanp and flanking tcUlSk but they 
oarried both at the ctaarg* wUb wiild 
dh^ers aind bugle blasta. 

By 7 o'clock the Brltlab bad gal/ned 
the position and "Ceaaa -ftre" was 
founded.

The Obancallor of the exchequer, there- 
fore, askad for power to ralae £8,000,-

3. For illegal voting any citizen of 
Kentucky not qualified by age and real- 
dence, 1800 fine and 90 daya in Jail. Any 
resident of another State voting *or offer- 
ing tu vote; or any reaident voting or 
OAtfIng to vote la, the wtomrpreeinot; or 
any person voting or offering to vote by 
false personation, or by the use of natu- 
ralization papers of another, and any per- 
son lending or hiring papers for that par- 
pose, is subject to five yeara imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary. 

4. An election offloer knowingly re- 
ceiving an Illegal vote ia iQbject to $600 
fine, forfeiture of any ofhce then held 
and di^gaalification for any office.
